BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 


BOND BILL AMENDED. 


Cold Notes Must Go If the Measure Now 


Passes. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.1 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Opposition to 


the bond bill, which developed with un- 
expected rapidity among Republicans in 
the house yesterday resulted in the bill's 
amendment by the ways and means com- 
mittee this morning so as to provide for 
the retirement of the legal tender notes. 
The "implied" retirement of these notes 
caused much hostility to the measure 
among sound money Republicans. This 
revision gives Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Car- 
lisle what they have wanted—the disap- 
pearance of the greenbacks. 


The action of the committee today is 


regarded as nullifying this hostility of 
Republican members and it is claimed 
insures the passage of the bill in the 
house. Another amendmet was ordered 
by the committee today and provides that 
the bonds shall be payable in fifteen years 
after their issues. 


The house after noon by a vote of 195 to 


101 has decided that the vote on the pas- 
sage of the bond bill shall be taken at 3 
o'clock tomorrow.

IN THE DISTRICT COURT. 


The Judge Expresses Himself on Illegal 


Selling to Minors, 


In the court this morning it was re- 


ported by Chief Fuller that the young 
man Arthur Gagnon for whom a capias 
was ifsued yesterday was nowhere to be 
found. The court thereupon delivered a 
lecture on its attitude to illegal rum sel- 
ling and illegal practices generally. He 
expressed himself as strongly as possible 
against the selling of liquor by licensed 
dealers to minors and declared how he 
would punish the offenders when they are 
brought before him. He much desires to 
have Gagnon found and will have a strong 
effort made to that end. The court said 
that it had come to his ears that there 
was a belief he was more in sympathy 
with rum sellers than the dignity of his 
office should permit and he wished to 
make it known that he is not. Chief 
Fuller took occasion to remark that the 
young man so much wanted was once In 
the presence of the court and that the 
court had fixed a bond which proved in- 
sufficient to hold him. Mr. Fuller said tha£ 
this being so he could not see that the 
officers were in any way at fault. From 
the temper of the court it conld be judged 
that the next person held to allow of an 
investigation being made would be under 
such a bond as those moat interested in 
his absence would hardly be willing to 
pay. Should the young man Gagnon be 
apprehended it may not fare well with 
him and should he speak when caught it 
will not fare well with the saloon keeper 
who sold him the liquor. 


There was a number of cases in court 


this morning. Eugene Jendron was ac- 
cused by E. W. Gleason of threatening to 
shoot him and his case was continued 
until January 3. 


John Pierce was accused by the same 


complainant of exposing his person and 
his case was continued until the same 
dafe. 


Both these cases arose from the difficul- 


ty spoken of in this paper that occurred 
Christmas day. It seems that when the 
men were ordered from the yard of Mr. 
Gleason for the offense Pierce is accused 
with that they threatened Mr. Gleason 
with their firearms.

HIS SHOULDER STRAPS 


Story of Lieut. Guy Preston's 


Heroism at Standing 


Rock. 


HE RALLIED HIS MEN AND WON. 


An Unexpected Attack by Indians. His 


Men Ran to Cover. The Brave 


Lleutentant Faced the Music 


and Won the Day. 


The following true story from the Chi- 


cago Times will.be of interest in this sec- 
tion, as the hero, Lieut. Guy Preston, 
went to West Point from thia congres- 
sional district. He is the son of Rev. G. 
M. Preston of Granville, formerly pastor 
of the Baptist church at Cheshire for ten 
years. The young man's commanding 
figure, powerful physique, strong deter- 
mination and good education aided him 
in securing the appointment, and when 
the test came in actual service he proved 
his possession of the qualities of a true 
soldier. The Times tells the story as 
follows. 


"Do you fenow Lieut. Guy Preston?" 


asked an army officer of a New York 
Herald reporter. 
"No? 
Well, he's a 


good fellow. You want to cultivate him 
if he ever strays this far away from his 
station at Fort Robinson. 


"I know a fairly good story about him, 


if you care to have it. 


"He was one of the younger class of 


second lieutenants that came into the 
northwest just before the Indian troubles 
which culminated in the fight at Wounded 
Knee. Preston had been assigned to duty 
in the Ninth cavalry, the 'black regiment,' 
you know; and those negro soldiers had 
a pretty strong doubt about his heroic 
qualities. 


"But he gathered his men, according to 


orders, when the hostiles were rounded 
up there at Standing Bock, and held one 
side of the square which inclosed the war- 
like and dangerous band of savages. The 
Indians had come out of their tents with 
their blankets around them, and their 
leaders declare that they were unarmed, 
and that they wanted to 'talk.' The ne- 
gro cavalrymen dismounted and 'resting 
at will^ were inclined to wander about 
more than was agreeable to Preston's 
tidy West Point ideas, and he hauled 
them back in line. They looked at the 
jaunty uniform, and almost wished they 
might see him in real trouble, just for the 
pleasure of testing him. 


"Well, the Indians got to the middle of 


the horseshoe-like enclosure of troops, 
and then, at a given signal by their chiefs, 
they threw off their blankets and each 
one was seen armed with a rifle, hatchet 
and scalping knife. 
They flred point 


blank at close range and with deadly ef- 
fect at ttie soldiers. Of course you know 
the story of the battle. That is a tale that 
is told. 


"The attack was so sudden and unex- 


pected that the soldiers were thrown into 
confusion, and they turned and ran to 
cover. It was the worst possible thing, 
but the first thing that suggested itself to 
the imperiled men. 


"Only Lieutenant Guy Preston, the 


youthful West Pointer, looking around at 
that savage band of murderers, caught 
sight of the gold bars on his shoulder 
straps—the insignia of a rank in the army 
of the nation. And the thought came to 
him: 'I can't run away, carrying that.' 
And he halted, turned, called -back his 
men and formed the first line which re- 
pulsed the Indians and finally conquered 
them. 


'Maybe it isn't as much of a story as it 


seemed at the beginning, and yet 1 have 
always thought it was well illustrative of 
the view an army officer must take of his 
position. He cannot carry the proofs of 
that position—the evidences of a trust re- 
posed in him by his country—he cannot 
carry that insignia to dishonor." 


THE TRAMP EVIL. 


Said to be on the Increase in 
Many 


Places. 


In view of the fact that the tramp evil 


is exceptionally great this winter in many 
parts of the country, this town may con- 
sider itself fortunate in having to enter- 
tain no more of the knights of the road 
than usual in the winter season, but, if 
anything, somewhat less. It is possible 
that the establishment of the lodging 
house, with its enforcement of the rules 
of cleanliness and good behavior, with a 
little compulsory wood sawing thrown in 
by way of diversion, may have something., 
to do with North Adams' comparative 
exemption from the tramp evil as it is 
manifesting itself in other places. 
The 


Republican in speaking of the subject 
says: 


"The tramp evil is taking on an acute 


stage in several parts of the country, as it 
is very apt to at this season of the year. 
In parts of New Jersey there are camps of 
these vagabonds and criminals, whore 
they live in huts and shelters of their «wn 
erection, raiding on the country for their 
food and supplies, and in other localities 
the same sort of thing is going on. It 
does no good to break up these aamps and 
arrest a part of their occupants, for the 
tramps who escape build a new camp 
elsewhere, and those who are imprisoned 
hare a comfortable time nntil warm 
weather, when they start out again to 
prey on the country. When every vaga- 
bond is put where he must work or starve, 
and kept unper such restraint indefinitely) 
we shall be rid of them and not before." 


It is not common for tramps to go into 


camp in these parts in the winter, but we 
haw had this sort of business at other 
seasons of the year and no one will deny 
that vigorous measures should be taken 
to stop it. In the meantime if fear of the 
wood yard will deter even a few of the 
tramps from entering this town the work 
of Mr. Allen and those who are assisting 
him will not be in vain.

MOWBRAY THE ARTIST. 


A -Distinguished Painter From Our City 


In New York. 


[From The Berkshire Bohemian's Column 


in The Weekly Transcript.] 


One block above the Studio Building is 


the home and studio of H. Siddons Mow- 
bray, on West llth street, more familiarly 
known in North Adams as Harry Mow- 
bray. His manner of living and his meth- 
od of doing his professional work are 
quite different from those of the average 
artist. He does not court public attention 
in the least so far as studio effects or hos- 
pitalities are concerned. In fact only a 
favored few are ever admitted to his studio. 
His methods of work are such and his 
devotion to art as an art is so complete as 
to almost prohibit studio visits. He is an 
extremely earnest worker and his time is 
fully occupied over his canvases and in his 
duties at the Art League, where he holds 
a leading position as critic and instructor. 


Mr. Mowbray ranks easily among the 


first half dozen artists in America, and in 
some respects stands even nearer the head 
of the line. His style is very different 
from that of Chase. His work is especially 
noted for the elegance of taste in subjects, 
for grace of pose, for perfection of draw- j 
ing and tor subdued strength in coloring. 
Ills subjects are usually semi-classical in 
character and highly idealized. 
They 


have a value outside of what color 
can give them, as is shown from the fact 
that the etchings made from one of his 
paintings, "The Symphony," I believe it 
is called, had the largest sale of any 
etchings ever made from a painting by an 
artist in this country. The etchings sold 
readily when first brought out at seventy- 
five dollars or more each, and are now 
regarded as unusually rare and valuable 
for modern productions. He is not a 
prolific producer of paintings or a univer- 
sal exhibitor, but his work is highly 
prized by connoisseurs and much sought 
after for choice collections, in which they 
are regarded as gems of art. 


Mr. Mowbray is from North Adams and 


his wife, formerly Miss Helen Millard, is 
also from the same city. They live de- 
lightfully in their pleasant home, pur- 
chased a few years ago, Mrs. Mowbray, 
widow of the late Prof. Mowbray, living 
with them. A very conveniently arrang- 
ed studio is located on the upper floor of 
their residence. 
Mowbray received his 


first stimulus to an art career from Thos. 
Nast several years ago. 
Nast delivered a 


lecture in North Adams and was enter- 
tained at the hospitable home of Prof. 
Mowbray, who showed the celebrated 
caricuturist some of Harry's ' amateur 
sketches. 
Nast was very enthusiastic 


about them and saw the making of an ar- 
tist in the boyish ar^ateur and advised 
him to take up art studies. 
The advice 


was liberally seconded by Prof. Mowbray, 
and that was the start of a brilliant ca-

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WILUAMSTOWN'S OPPORTUNITY. 


Williamstown merchants have a griev- 


ance, or, at least, a fancied grievance, 
against the new street railroad which 
connects the college town with our own- 
It is said that the easy and frequent con- 
veyance provided by the electric road is 
bringing all the trade of Williamstown 
and vicinity to our North Adams mer- 
chants. 


Undonbfsdly there is a basis in fact for 


this statement. Our merchants here real- 
ize that there is an increase of trade com- 
ing to them at present over the new road. 
The merchants in Williamstown naturally 
are solicitous of their ov.-n trade and are 
even overquick, perhaps, to notice pack- 
ages and bundles that make their entrance 
into Williamstown at the terminus of the 
electric road at the foot of College hill. 


Bat it is indeed an "ill wind that blows 


•obody good," and it is a peculiar wind 
that doesn't blow everybody some good. 
Thto applies to the merchants and people 
ef Williamstown. 


In the first place, the new road does 


quicken competition. 
This fact for a 


time will undoubtedly be to the disadvan- 
tage of Williamstown merchants. But 
it need not be so long. 
North Adams 


merchants have access to no buying facil- 
ities or freight rates that are not open to 
Williamstown people. 
The same. pnsh 


and energy put into business in Williams- | 
town will count for as much as in North i 
Adams. The advantage of twenty eei t ' \ 
car fare and several hours time is still 
with the home seller. All that is needed 
to keep a trade that naturally desires to 
stay at home is to meet that trade's de- 
mands equally as well as the competing 
place meets them. 


Not to extend the argument, it comes 


to the conclusion that Williamstuwn will 
have better stores and shops as a result of 
this competition ,at first disadvantageously 
felt. North Adams business hustle will 
be transferred to Williamstown and the 
trade equilibrium restored, at least, in a 
measure. 


Then, too, the favorable possibilities for 


Williamstown in the electric road cannoj 
be realized In the first few mont hs of its 
operation. We quote from the TRAN- 
SCRIPT of recent date to show wliat possi- 
bilities may be waiting Williamstown in 
its closer alliance with North Adams. 


We have a belief that Williamstown 
and North Adams, working topether for 
the purpose of making Willirtjistown 
a popular and widely known residence 
place, 
can give to 
the 
delightfully 
attractive college town a popularity as, a 
sumiuer and autumn resort that will 
exceed that of fashionable Lenox, at the 
other end of the county. The benefits of 
this vrill be felt very materially, not only 
in that immediate town, but in thePow- 
nals to the north and in South Williams- 
town, Hancock "U.d 
Lanesboro lying 
along that picturesque drive from Wil- 
liamstown to Pittsfleld.

would 
not 
be surprising to see a rattling, 


boom underway in this end of the county1 
during the coming year. 


Such are the practiaal possibilities now 


waiting for development at the Imnds of 
Williamstown people. 
The spirit with 


•which they accept changed conditions 
will entirely determine the result. 
That 


town's possibilities of growth and devel- 
opment were never brighter.

Will Cleveland ever sign it? 


Yesterday the house of representatives 


at Washington performed an unprece- 
dented p)»ce of legislative Jwork. In a 
single daj a revenue bill of immense im- 
portance to the business interests of this 
country was introduced, debated only 
several hours and then passed by a \ ote of 
205 to 81. 


The new tariff bill is an emergency 


measure to remain in force only two years 
and a hftlf, and has been drafted m re- 
sponse to the president's m essages calling 
for relief of the treasury. It is not a care- 
fully constructed tariff lav/. It is a relief 
measure for a failing treasury and a sub- 
stitute for a revenue law that has fa iled to 
give revenue. The Republicans in con- 
gress avow their intention to draft a new 
bill when a Republican president has been 
elected who will sign it. 


The new revenue law restores sixty per 


cent of the McKinley rate on first, second 
and third class wool, with eleven and 
twelve'cents per pound on first and sec- 
ond class, and fifty per cent ad valorem on 
third class. Sixty per cent of the Mc- 
Kinley rate is added to stich woolens as 
the Wilson law did tax. 
The McKinley 


rate ia restored on carpets and wooden 
manufactures. A horizontal increase of 
fifteen per cent is made on the present 
schedule touching chemicals, earthen and 
glass wares, metal manufactures, tobac- 
coes, agricultural products, spirits and 
wines, cotton manufactures, silks, paper 
and pulps, and all sundries, as leather, 
buttons, jewelry, etc. 


Such is the proposed new tariff bill, that 


is intended to raise sufficient revenue 
that gold bonds need not be issued and 
the proceeds applird to current "xpenses.

Will the Postoffice be Moved? 


Although it is not universally known, 


there is at the present time, considerable 
speculation as to whether the postoffice 
is to be removed to the Park street side of 
the bridge or remain in its present place 
on Center street. 


For many years the town has been di- 


vided, in a way, by the Center street 
bridge, and the south or Center street 
side was for a long time the business cen- 
ter of the community. Of late, however, 
local investors have improved and are im- 
proving the commercial advantages of 
Park street to such extent that the bulk of 
business is drifting to that portion of the 
village. It is nearer the exact center of 
population, as nearly four-fifths of the 
people of Adams live north of the post- 
office, which is now on Center street. 


Postmaster Smith has yielded to the re- 


quest of diveiseprominent cit'zsns and ap- 
plied for the power to change the post- 
office from its place in the First National 
bank block to tlie new armory building 
on Park street. A petition of manufac- 
turers, who do two-thirds of the postal 
business, has been circulated and every 
manufacturer from Arnoldsville to the 
Follett kilns ha? signed with one excep- 
tion. The Renfrew company was not ap- 
proached with the petition, but it is said 
that they had previously signified their 
preference for the present site of the 
office. This petition will be sent to Wash- 
ington and will have considerable bearing 
on the request of Postmaster Smith, who 
sets forth some very good reasons for his 
desire fora change. 


It is said that there is to be a remon- 


strance paper circulated by some one, but 
it is proble that there are no grounds for 
this rumor. 


The postmaster states ib'it the present 


quarters are very satisfactory but he is 
beginning to experience considerable in- 
convenience through lack of room. The 
town is increasing daily in population 
and even now every box in the office is 
let. There is no room to enlarge the box- 
frame and something must be done. 


The place selected by Mr. Smith for the 


new home of the office is admirably 
adapted for it. There are two entrances, 
through the main hall and the regular 
door. Above all things, it is very large 
and in the estimation of a majority is an 
estimable place. 


No doubt the change will be effected 


early next mouth.

WILL BE NO WAR. 


Would Be a Case of PAIitlcal Suicids For Eng- 


land lo Attempt It. 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 37.—Professor Ru- 


dolph Crouau, the distinguished German 
geographer and historiau, is in Washing- 
ton as tho American representative of the 
Oologno G.izotte. In answer to the ques- 
tion : 


"lu ease war should result between Eng- 


land and the United Scutes, would Ger- 
many or any richer power support Eng- 
land?" 


Ho said: "Most certainly not. There is 


B difference between si feeling of sympathy 
nud furnishing soldiers to light England's 
battles in this particular case. Germans 
now shows sympathy with England be- 
cause it takc4 nil information about the 
)iinglish Venezuelan frontier from Eng- 
lish sources only. 


"As soon as Germany is aware that Eng- 


land was Kiii'ty of foul play with Ven- 
ezuela I trust to the German love of jus- 
tice to bring imtional sympathy wholly 
on the side of Venezuela. According to 
its present understanding, Germany has 
no interest in the Monroe doctrine. Ger- 
many has no colonies in America, and 
never will have. 


"But Germany has very extensive com- 


mercial interests in America and will not 
risk them to support England and pull 
chestnuts out of the lire for that, selfish 
nation. I hardly believe that England 
will gain tho support of any European 
nation. 
Austrin, Italy, Dunmark, Soau- 


dmavia, the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Portugal have no interest to give such 
support. 


"Spain is too weak, and Franco, tho old 


enemy of England, will not do it, and 
Russia would be only too glad to see Eng- 
land in troublf. because then might arise 
the chalice 1'or Russia to force a way to tho 
Bosphorus and Icidia. England, through 
her selfish policy, has today no friends in 
Europe, and is practically isolated. 


"Where couid England now find sol- 


diers enough, since the days have passed 
when she could buy them from German 
princes? As far as I know the spirit of 
the American people, tluy will defend 
their country to the last drop of blood, 
and 
convert every 
yacht and 
every 


schooner iu to a vessel of war, as they did 
100 years ago. 


"I think England knows too well the 


risk of sueli a fearful war, which might 
prahaps result iu her destruction. Eng- 
land is too smart, to oomiuit suicide, and, 
therefore, I do not Relieve that there will 
bti war."

Manitoba 
positively refuses to consider any pro- 
posal to establish Roman Catholic separ- 
ate schools.

NEW YOBK, De=. 27.—David McClure, 


tho appraiser appointed in the taxation oi 
the Jay Gould estate, has filed a second re- 
port. The total amount of tho property 
taxable is, Mr. McCluro finds, $73,615,- 
473.08. 
Deducting the expenses of tha 


settlement of the estate and the legacies 
and annuities, tho value of the residuary 
estate is placed at $72,453.900. A life es- 
tate in trust ot one-sixth of the residuary 
estate is left to each of the six children ol 
the testator. Both sides are dissatisfied 
with tlie apprai&ement, and it is believed 
that the case will ultimately be taken to 
the court of appeals.

Money Will 3e Turned Over to Red Cross So- 


ciety to Distribute. 


BOSTON, Dec. 27.—A meeting of repre- 


sentative business mou of this city was 
hold lasc night to consider what measures 
should be taken to support the American 
National Red Cross society in its proposed 
work of taking immediate relief to the 
Armenians in Turkey. 
The meeting was 


called 1/y Hagop Bogigian of tho Boston 
Armenian relief comim'^ee. As a result 
of the meeting, immed ,te steps will ba 
taken toward raising $500,000. Meetings 
will be held in this city to further tha 
work, aud ralief committees will be estab- 
lished lia all largo New England cities. 


Mr. Bogigin.il presided at tho conference 


last night. In opening, he spoke of his 
interviews with Secretary Olncy and Miss 
Clara Barton, at Washington, and mem- 
bers of congress. The general opinion 
was that the Bed Cross society was tha 
only available channel of relief. 


Jonathan A. Lane said that the work 


should be initiated on a large scale. Tho 
business men of the city, he said, were 
ready to respond to a citizens' movement. 


Hev. E. G. Porter, chairman of the Bos- 


ton Armenian relief committee, reported 
that there had already been remitted to 
Turkey $14,353 81 without any expense. 
He read a letter from Miss Barton ex- 
plaining the situation, and also letters 
from the Armenian relief committees in 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
other large cities. Mr. Porter exhibited a 
map of Armenia, showing the sites of 43 
massacres in Turkey in red. 


Mr. Clement saia that tha Bed Cross 


needed help ».t once and the business men 
of Boston ought to do all that Is askod for. 


Dem hi Vrom Starvation. 


Philip Moen, chairman of the Worces- 


ter relief coramiti.ee, told of the relief 
work in Worcester, which had the largest 
Armenian colony in the country. He said 
that reliable reports from Armenia in- 
dicated that there were hundreds of thou- 
sands of people destitute and with little 
to live on until nest harvest. 
He said 


many were dying from starvation daily, 
and that the people of Boston should re- 
spond generously to the appeal of the 
committee. The porto, he said, continu- 
ally sought to offset facts by false and 
damaging stories about the Armenians. 
Our people should be on their guard 
against these stories. 


B. H. Stearns thought the appeal should 


be made at New England business centers. 
The mayors, he thought, should lead off 
and the people would follow. 


Richard C. Humphreys and Mr. Wilde! 


also made short addresses in fitvor of doing 
something immediately. 


S. S. Blancbard believed that the com- 


mittee should issue circulars and acquaint 
the people with the true state of affairs in 
Turkey. 


J. S. Paine said that the business houses 


must take the leac% and favored pushing 
the work right awav. 


Rev. Arthur Littl'j, D D., believed in 


having a committee in every New Eng- 
land city to explain the situation in all its 
details and urge the people to come to the 
assistance of the unfortunate people. 


Winthrop Martin believed the Boston 


newspapers would assist the committee In 
every way possible. 


A committee was appointed to wait on 


the mayor, in company with the relief com- 
mittee, to make arrangements for a public 
meeting. The committee will co-operate 
with similar committees, which, it is ex- 
pected, will be chosen from business men 
in other New England cities. 


HELD ON SUSPICION. 


Thomas Noonan Believed to Know Something 


About McNally's Death. 


PROVIDENCE, Dec. 27.—Thomas Noonan, 


familiarly called "Shiner," is detained by 
the police while the investigation into the 
death of James McNally goes on. Medi- 
cal Examiner Palmer held an autopsy 
yesterday, and gave an opinion that Mc- 
Nally died of suffocation, the wounds in- 
dicted on his head not being of sufficient 
severity to produce death.

Suf- 
focation was produced by the position in 
which McNally was found, his body being j 
jammed against the building while his j 
head was pressed on his breast ao tightly I 
that contraction of the respiratory organs 
»nd closing of the windpipe followed. 


Noouan says he met McNally in a saloon 


Wednesday afternoon, and invited him to 
go to the theater in the evening. Mc- 
Nally said he had no money, but accepted 
The invitation on Noonan offering to buy 
the tickets. After the theater they walked 
to a North Main street saloon, and in 
there Noonan says a smooth-faced young 
man opened tha door and beckoned to 
McNally. The latter went out immedi- 
ately, and Noonan, although quickly fol 
lowing, could find no trace of either. 


Noouan says he went out to a danco 


hall and remained until 2 o'clock. Mc- 
Nally had not drank anything during the 
evening. Noonan saw that a man had 
been murdered on reading tho morning 
papers, and recognizing the description, 
went to the morgue ond identified tho 
body. iJPonau has not yet satisfactorily 
explained his whereabouts between 10:30 
tnd 12 o'clock, the time of his leaving the 
theater and arrival at the dance hall. 


Proposes to Evlcl Prisoners. 


PARIS, Me., Deo. 27.—There was some 


excitement h^re yesterday over a new com 
plication in moving the county seat to 
South Paris. When workmen were mov 
iug the furniture from the old courthouse, 
Horace M. Cnmmings forbad* the re- 
moval of any permanent fixtures, and no- 
titled the county commissioners that the 
prisoners must be removed from the old 
jail at ones, although the new jail is not 
ready. The deed which gavo the land for 
a county sent contains the proviso that, 
whenever the buildings cease to be used 
fur court purposes, the land and buildings 
i.hull revert to the grantor or his heirs. 
Mr. Cnmmings is one of the heirs, and 
asserts that the property now belongs to 
the heirs, as oourts have ceased here. 


Will Resist Payment of Policy. 


HAKTFORD, Dec. 37.—The Travelers' In- 


surance company of this city has received 
a copy of the complaint in the suit of Jnlia 
Gting, sister of Catherine Glng, to recover 
the amount of the accident insurance 
which was issued in favor of Catherine 
Ging, and assigned by her to Barry Hay* 
ward, who instigated her murder at 
Minneapolis. The policy was for $5000, 
and was issued in November, 1891. The 
company at no time has recognized the 
validity of the claim as presented, either 
by Hayward or the Ging estate.

MARCH OF INSURGENTS 


Bringing Them Nearer and Nearer to 


the Capital of Cnba. 


Said to Be Fully Supplied 


With Amihdnition. 


Both Sides Realize Tut the Crisis ll Now 


Close at Hand. 


HABAXA Deo. 27.—The last news of the 


movement's of the Spanish columns was 
that they were heading for Guauabana, 
the last headquarters evacuated by Cam- 
pos, situated not fur from Matanzas. 


The fact is that so many announcement!) 


of the defeat and retreat of the insurgent!! 
hare been made that it will require strong 
confirmation to make anyone believe that 
such is an actual fact. When the Insur- 
gents first entered the province of Santa 
Clara, it was announced that thoy had 
been defeated with great loss and had re- 
treated across the border. But the next 
news received from the frontier was that 
the Cuban army were threatening Pla- 
cetas, more than half way between tha 
border and the capital of Santa Clara, and 
since then they hare apparently pushed 
onward with little or no interruption. 


On the other hand, Campos has actually 


retreated from Santi Clara to Cienfuegos, 
Palmillns, Colon, Jovellanos, Limonare, 
Guanabana, Matanzas, and, finally, to 
Habana. There is no denying this, for 
Campos is now in Habana. 


The absence of news of the movements 


of the insurgents is causing, some anxiety 
amonjr their friends here, but they claim 
Gomez and Maceo are in possession of tho 
railroad and telegraph wires, and that it 
was with difficulty that Campos succeeded 
in reaching Habana Christmas night. Bo 
that as it may, the only news obtainable! 
is that furnished by rumor, and if tha 
authorities are in possession of any ad- 
ditional facts, all such matter is carefully 
suppressed. 


lu the meantime, active preparations 


are being made here for the defense of tho 
city, and for forwarding to the front all 
the troops which can be spared. 
It is un- 


derstood that the Spanish columns in the 
rear of tho insurgent army have been or- 
dered to concentrate 


As Quickly as Possible 


about the frontier of Matanzas, and that 
every effort is to be made to prevent rii>i 
retreat of the Cubans into Santa Clara. 


While these preparations are being madn 


to apparently stop the insurgents from 
escaping back into Santa Clara, the hind 
fortifications of Habana are receiving at- 
tentions day and night. A number of ad- 
ditional earthworks have been thrown up 
during the last month, also, and these arj 
being hastily completed and supplied 
with guns /as rapidly as possible. Tho 
magazines are being plentifully supplied 
with ammunition, and the outposts of tho 
Spanish troops around Habana are being 
strengthened and more securely fortified. 


There is an air of hurry and anxiety 


about the different headquarters here 
which does not seem to indicate that the 
supreme authorities are in any way sat- 
isfied that the insurgents are retreating, 
and if military activity goes for anything, 
the most determined efforts are being 
made to prevent a surprise. 


The insurgents,' when last heard from, 


were well to the westward of Matanzas. 
and threatening to capture the railroad 
lines. Shortly afterward, all news from 
the front was suddenly shut off, and a few 
hours later Campos arrived here, after 
having been driven from town to town by 


The Viotoribas Insurgents. 


There it considerable speculation hero 


as to the actual number of men under thu 
command of Gomez and Maceo. 
The 


highest estimates have it that tho Cuban 
army numbers 12,000 men, while the low- 
est number of followers of the insurgent 
leaders are credited with having under 
their command is 6000. 


It is to be presumed, however, that 


Gomez and Maceo may have 10,000 men 
with them, as they are known to havu 
been joined by large numbers of adherents 
since they entered the province of Matan- 
zas. The insurgents have also been plenti- 
fully supplied witli ammunition, said t< 
have been stored for their use at different 
points and accumulated and hidden for 
months past. 


In order to enable as many troops as 


possible to be sent to the front, all the 
marines and sailors who could be spared 
from the Spanish fleet hare been landed, 
and thB former are now doing duty as ar- 
tillery mon wherever their services are 
needed. All the volunteers available aro 
under arms, and every male inhabitant 
capable of doing active service or of find- 
ing somebody else to do it for him has 
been or is being called on to bear arms. 


A conservative estimate of the force at 


the disposal here of General Campos haa 
been made and it is estimated that he has 
20,000 regulars and about 40,000 volunteers 
with which to meet the insurgent army. 
But the Spanish regulars and volunteer;! 
are scattered over a large expanse of forta 
and fortifications, composing the defenses* 
of H.ibuua, and when the brilliant achieve- 
ment of Gomez and Maceo in passing 
through the many Spanish columns, said to 
number from 40,000 to 80,000 men, in the 
provinces of Santa Clara and Matanzas. 
is taken into consideration, there is somu 
justification for the belief of the frieuds of 
the insurgent cause that it will not bo 
long befo»e Gomez nud Maceo are outside 
of Habana. This, however, is ridiculed by 
the Spanish authorities here.
